Another ship picked him up, 
and an hour later it was sunk, A 
third ship in the convoy hauled him 
out of the water and the Nazis sunk 
it two hours later. 

Sinkings six and seven followed 
the pattern of number eight. The 
ship was torpedoed, and the lifeboats 
rammed and strafed. 
Chelemedos’ wife

with the OPA rent division. 

“Even though a person has only 
one or two paying giiests in his home, 
and irrespective of whether he owns 
the home he ts living in or is rent- 
ing it, he must in turn register the 
rooms he rents to others,” Cross said.
